They’re  just  like  potatoes — they  can  be  sliced  into  a 
lot  of  small  divisions  with  only  three  to  five  eyes  on 
every  root.  That  means  there  will  be  three  to  five 
stalks  when  they  come  up.  The  Peony  roots  you  re¬ 
ceive  from  me  are  not  small  divisions  like  that.  Every 
Peony  root  I  send  you  is  three  years  old  and  has 
bloomed  at  least  twice — they  are  full  of  pep,  life  and 
vigor  and  ready  to  grow. 

HOW  TO  PLANT  PEONIES 

Plant  Peonies  any  time  after  first  of  September.  They 
like  good  soil,  but  do  not  use  fresh  manure.  Set  crowns 
about  two  inches  under  surface  of  soil  and  about  three 
feet  apart.  A  light  mulch  of  straw  or  leaves  after  the 
ground  is  frozen  prevents  alternate  freezing  and 
thawing.

Fall  is  nature’s  own  grass  seeding  time.  If 
you  want  a  beautiful,  smoothly  covered  grassy 
lawn  prepare  the  ground  thoroughly  in  late 
August  or  September  and  sow  it  then  with  lawn 
seed  from  this  list  of  my  tested  mixtures. 

HOW  MUCH  TO  SOW.  For  a  fine  stand  of 
grass  on  a  new  lawn  sow  one  pound  of  seed  for 
every  200  square  feet.  For  thickening  old  lawns 
sow  one  pound  for  every  400  square  feet. 
KENTUCKY  BLUE  GRASS.  Best  known  grass 
for  lawns  and  pastures.  Good  blue  grass  seed, 
and  plenty  of  it,  will  make  a  fine  stand  of  thick 
grass.  The  seed  is  raised  in  our  own  territory 
and  shows  strong  germination.  Weighs  21 
pounds  per  bushel.  (Seed  law  requires  about 
14  pounds.)  Heavy  seed  means  clean  seed.
